INFLUENCE OF SUNLIGHT ON TREES 


A Migh Authority In Forestry Makes Some 
Interesting Statements. 


Ina late report from -the forestry de- 
partment reference is made to the effect 
of light on the growth of various trees 
It is well known, says Professor Fernov, 
that light is necessary for the develop- 
ment of chlorophyll, and, therefore, for 
the life of all green plants, and especially 
for that of trees. e heat alone which 
accompanics the light is not sufficient, 
although the relative influence of the 


light and the heat on the growth is still 
an open question, as well as the relative 


requirements in light of different species 
In the case of forest weeds, 


trees. 


| which in forestry serve as an indication 


of the smount of shade which the trees 
exert, ind with that their capacity of 
impeding evaporation, some require full 
sunlight for their development, others 
are averse to a high degree of light. To 
this must be due the change in the plants 
of a district when its forests are removed. 
Then theamount of light or shade needed 
is moditicd by site. Where the sunlight 
is strong, in higher altitudes, drier cli- 
mates, or where the growing season is 
longer, or there are more surmy days, 
some species will endure more shade, 
The flora of high altitudes in general re- 
quires light. 

Trees nearly always Gevelop best, in 


‘other words make most wood, in the full 


enjoyment of light, but their capacity of 
developing under shade varies greatly. 
The vew will thrive in the densest shade, 
while a few years’ overtopping kills the 
larch; the beech will grow with consider- 
able energy under partial shade, where 
the oak would only just keep alive and 
the birch would die. When planted in 
mivist places, all a 5 cre less: sensitive 
to the withdrawal of light. Inthe open, 
tiaples, elms, syeamores, and po» rs 
grow well and make good shade trees; 
ina dense forest they thin out and have 
but seanty feliage. Conifers, such as 
spruces anil flrs, wiiich preserve the foli- 
age of several yours, have perhaps the 
greatest: Capacity. for growing under 
shade, and preserving their foliage in 
spite of the withdrawal of light. 

In America suflicient data to ffroup 
the forest trees according to the amount 
them have not yet 
been collected, but rules based on ex- 
perience have long been fortned in Ger 


/ many, where the behavior of trees un 


der different conditions of Light has been 
carefully studied. Jt bas been found, 
for instance, that on the same branch 
those leaves which are developed under 
inflmenee of sunlight are not 
only lerger and often toucher in texture, 
and thicker, but they have a larger 
number of stomata or breathing pores 
than those less exposed to liyght.

why there sbould be four distinet accounts of 


the Saviour’s mission on earth, strangely va- 
rying in style and the subjects made promi- 
nent, and vet all agreeing in the esseutials of 


Christian doctrine and ethics, It is evident 
even to the unlearned reader that each writer 
@ridressed a different class, buteach sets forth 
the saine eternal truths—the fatherhood of 
God and the helple of man, the divinity 
sf Christ and His atoning death, the neces- 
sity of faith, repentance and baptism for the 
remission of sins, the moral government of 
the universe, grace, eternal life, the way of 
redemption, the possibiilt{y of eternal separa- 
tion from God and all th ut is good 

First, it must ba noted that the time of 
Christ's incarnation was divinely appointed 
for the dd in all history when the 
civilized world was under ene government, 
wheu one written language was used by all 
scholars and statesinen, when the laws gov- 
erning the einpire were in general principles 
the sume, and when the dignity of citizen- 
ship under one ruler was the citizen's protee- 
tion, from the mountains of Scotland in the 
north to the Sahara in the south, and from 
the Pillars of Hercules to the river EBu- 
phrates.
